infantile paralysis In this city have 
now reached a total of 1.031. During 
the entire period of the epidemic in 
1907 there were 2,500 cases.

cases were reported, 68 in Brook- 
lyn, 30 in Manhattan, one in Queens 
and four 
Jn Richmond. 
This was 


an increase of 15 over the total for 
the preceding 24 hours. 


Fourteen deaths occurred during 


the same period, increasing to 23 S 
the total number of children who 
have died during the 
present epi- 


demic. Nine of the deaths were in 
Brooklyn, three in Manhattan, one 
in Richmond and one In the Bronx. 
The number of deaths decreased by 
five, 19 having been recorded from 
Saturday morning to Sunday morn- 
ing.

Austro-Italian front, 


and perhaps 
on any army 
front, 


where enemy trench lines actually 
run into each other. For 400 miles 
on this iront the 
Austrian and 


Italian trenches run parallel, being 
often as close as SO to 50 yards, but 
at Zagora they slide into each other 
and then slide away again, uphill 
and down dale, following the gen- 
eral trend of the Isonzo river which 
empties into the Adriatic sea far 
above Venice. 


The situation at Zagora illustrates 


the difficult and curious character 
of the warfare on this front, where 
they are probably 
not anywhere 


opposing lines of trenches crossing 
so much as a aingle acre of flat land, 
for there ia no flat land except on a 
rare mountain top. 


"You must see Zagora. 
they're 


always fighting there, playing little 
tricks on each other," said a divis- 
ion staff officer to a correspondent 
of the Associated Press. 
He then 


took down a photographic may and 
showed two lines of trenches run- 
ning vfor miles along the mountain 
sides. 
"The upper is the Austrians. 


and th* lower is ours." he explain- 
ed. "Note that at Zagora the two 
lines run together." 


It was decided that the best time 


to see Zagora was in the early morn- 
ing when 
the actual firing was 


desultory.

Its reports 
comprehend two wide spread inves- 
tigations since 1910 and are the re- 
sult of attempts on the part of the 
railroads to make use of increases 
in wages to induce the commission 
to give its consent to increases in 
freight rates. 


The whole subject of wages was 


gone into by the commission with 
much care and in great detail. 


The railways were fully represent- 


ed by counsel and large numbers of 
witnesses testified in their behalf. 


Eminent counsel appeared in be- 


half of the opposition to the roads. 


The attorney of the commission 


also participated In the proceedings 
and prepared and presented for con- 
sideration, a great mass of statisti- 
cal information. 


After, a full hearing of the inves- 


tigation upon all the facts and cir- 
cumstances, the 
commission held 


that there was no evidence before 
it which established 
the necessity 


for high rates. 


And again in 1914 the same elab-

WASHINGTON, D. C.. July 10.—

changes in the Postal Savings act 
wa» made into law. Already results 
show that the scope of usefulness of 
the postoffice as a savings bank will 
be greatly extended. 


The time elapsed since tbe pas 


sage of the new act IB so short that 
any but big changes would pass un- 
noticed. The bill <was approved on 
the 18th of May. and Information 
about the new rules spread slowly 
among the 600,000 depositors, most 
of them foreign-born, 
who 
bank 


•with, tho local postofflces in every 
corner of the land. At the other end 
of this one month period, must be 
deducted the time it takes lor re- 
ports to ronio in and "be tabulated; 
so that the results shown have been 
accomplished In a period of nearer 
two weeks than four. 


The gains In deposits have been 


remarkable. The now bill as stated 
•was approved on the 18th of May. 
It took at least a week for news of 
the change to reach the class of 
people who make up the postal sav- 
ings depositors. 
Yet In the month 


of May deposits in the Pittsburgh 
office showed an increase of $81,000, 
as compared to an Increase of only 
$16,000 in May, 1815. 
In Cleveland 


the gain was $50,000. compared to 
$16,000 for the previous May. 
In 


Buffalo it was $24,000 against $3,- 
000 for May, 1915; St. Louis showed 
a gain of $25,000 as compared to a 
loss of $30,000 for the same month 
a year ago."
